The following is the letter of Commissioner
Parker to the Secr‘etarg of the Interlor concern-
ing the threatened outbreak In the spring on the
Kansas border, and 1n answer to certain military
reports referred to the Indian Bureau on the
same subject: —

Wasmxaron, D. C., Feb, 18.—<Bir:—I have
the honor to acknowle&ga the receipt by refer-
ence from you of acommunication from the
Homorable Becretary of War, of date 16th inst.,
inclosing & report made to his depariment by
the commanding officer of Fort Dodge, Kansas,
in reference to the movements of five mounted
Indlans, supposed to be Cheyennes, who created
the impression that they were making such in-
vestigation as would lead to thelr success in the
general outbreak anticlpaled in the spring.

In eonnection with this matter, I respectfally
submit certain papers for the information of the
department. It will be observed that in regard
to the reporte that the Cheyennes were going on
the war-path ia the spring, Blg Jake remarked
that ‘‘no one can say that I ever threatened to

0 on the war-path when the grass grows.
f&olonel Nelson insulted me in the presence of
my people (the Arrapahoes regor this some
time ago) and I merely scolded back * * *."
that in reference to Agianl. Darlington’s request
for a renewed pledge o !maue, Big Jake sald:—
“Why do jon ask this? We are at peace; we
intend to keep peace; we don't intend going on
the war-path when the grass grows. Your re-
port 8 wedo. Weareat ﬁeace, and if yon
don't think so, try us. We will do anything or

anywhere to ghow you of our
intentions, Colonel Nelson has done all
Be could to prevent the Indians from
coming to this agency, and from acting in aec-
cordance with the wishes of our agent; he told
us that we were fools when there was 8o mueh
pfod around S‘I}pﬁly.“ With Whirlwind, Jr.,
they said, “Big Jake and Red Moon are leading
man in the tribe, and what they gay the soldiers
(Indians) will adhero to," and furt er, that they
were each in earnest, and never, at any time,
bad the Cheyennes appeared more friendly or
better satisfied with their rations, mnuﬂlu.
ageni, or agency, than they bave this fall or
winter. With regard to the Arrapahoes I also
inclose cog}es of a communication from S8uper-
intendent Hoag, dated the 13th Instant, trans-
mitting the report of Agent Darlington of the
26th ultimo, in which the agent states (in reply
to the charges of Colomel Nelson, that the In-
dlans are aroused, ete.), that there are
‘‘sgldom many days without some of
the Indians coming in for rations, and they In-
variably manifest a very friendly feeling, stating
that when the sepson of robes is over they in-
tend moving near us;” that Powder Face, Na-
wateh, and Spotted Wol , all leading men, the
two first known to be hatically the roling
chiefs of the Arrapahoe tribe, have made very
fmnont visits this winter, attended by many
leading men of their respective bands, ard that
thez have always manifested the greatest at-

ment and friendship, and have always loft,
apparently, with the kindest of feclings.’

view of the fo ing, it would seem that
by taet on the part of the military, the outbreak
feared by General Pope may avolded, to
which end the efforts of this office are energeti-
cally directed, care having been taken to furnish
the Indiane with supplies of every kind. It
may be proper to state here that thiz office re-
serves to itself exclusive jurisdiction and con-
trol over Indians u their reservations, and
that it is unders that such Indikns as fail or
refuse to io in and locate nupon reservations are
wholly subjcet to Lhe control and supervision of
the tary anthorities.

THE ROYAL MARRIAGE.

Mr. Gladstene on the Dowry Resslutien.

In the House of Commons on Feb. 13, Mr.
Gladstone rose to move a resolutlon granting
an apnpuity of £6000 to her Royal §
whieh, he explained, would be supplemented in
Committee o Supply by the grantof a dowry
of £30,000, Assuming with great regret and
pain that the motion wasnot to be passed unani-
mously, Mr. Gladstone went on (o combat the
ob?ueuonn which might be ralsed to it. In mar-

ng her daughter to a subject the

ueen ad not, procesded  without
the  advice of her re.!‘ponniblo Min-
istere; and she had acted in accordance
with the womanly aud motherly character \lt"hlch
tars
husbands on whose prineiples she could rely.
The practice, too, was not & new one in our hfa-
tory, and it was quite agreeable to the usages
and soclal spirit of the country. The provision
was not Immoderate compared with analogous
grants to the daughters of George III, for In-
stance. Replylng to the suggestion that the
Crown ought to save out of its income
for these purposes, he pointed out that
though the Queen’s income was large, its appli-
cation was 1o a great extent predetermined, and
that during the whole of the present reiga its
econemical management had been an example
to every household In the country. The civil
list, he argned, when settled at the commence-
ment of the reign, did not contemplate provi-
slone of this nature, nor would it be eonvenient
that it should. He pointed out that though the
Crown Lands now produced an income only
sbout equal to the civil list, i{ they were
managed In the eame manner as a private estate
they would put thesovereign in possession of the
largest income in the country. What, for in-
stauce, if Hyde Park and the other metropolitan
arks were cut up into building plots? But Mr.
iladstone put the proposition on higher grounds,
dilating on the political importance of support-
ing the dignity of the Crown in a becoming
manner, on the value of a stable dynasty, and
on the unwisdom of enterlng into too minuate
uni calculations on such an occaslon,
be motion was seconded by Mr. Disraell, and
was carried by acelamation, though Mr, P, Tay-
lor appeared to be rising to speak on it a mo-
ment after Mr. Dodson had put the question,
when it was too late.

Elaborate Prepnrations for the Nuptiais

The London Times of Febrouary 18 says:—
“‘Since the return of her Majesty the Queen and
the royal family to Windsor Castle, the prepa-
ratlons for the nuptials of her Royal Highness
Princess Louise and the Marquis of Lorne have
recelved a considerable impetus, On Baturday,
under the immediate superintendence of Mr, W.
Seabrook, her Mujeety's Inspector of Palaces,
the workmen in the Lord Chamberlain's depart-
ment commenced the decoration of the retiring-
room forthe royal bridesmalds, which has been
erected at the west eud of the south aisle of the
Chapel Royal of St. Georr:e.

“The Interior walls will be richly and haud-
somely decorated with eholee fabrics, and on
Saturday experiments were made for the pur-
pose of sclecting the precise colors for use in
the adornment of this chamber, which, when
finished, will be richly earpeted and sultably
furnlshed for the occasion from the Castle
stores, The retiring-room for the royal brides-
maids I8 only a few paces from the west door or
grand entrance of the cathedral,

“The Albert Memorial Chapel, it appears, is to
be used as a cloak room for the illustrious per-
fonages invited to atiend the ceremony, Here
the majority of the guests will assemble, and
paes across the entrance Lo the cloisters into the
aisle of St. George's Chapel either up a short
flight of temperary etairs to the gallery erected
in the south alsle, near the altar, or by the door
beneath the Queen's closet, or west door, into
the choir of the chape), and so take the seats
allotted to them. The space in front of the
communion rails between the ends of the seata
of the Knights of the Garter and the rails in
front of the altar will be covered with board and
carpeted, thus forming a level platform for the
Fmposu of the marriage and hiding the stepa

eading up to the altar., Jusr outside the south

door as the visitor enters the cathedral is the
Bray Chapel. This is a sort of alcove, partly
shut off from the nave by paneled work. Access
is gained to it by an ancient door 1 from
the interior of the cathedral, and It is within
this recess that the bridegroom and groomsmen
will assemble previous to the hour fixed for the
Royal wedding.

“10f the preclee form of ceremony which will
be carried out on the 21st of March little can at
present be gathered, but from the arrangements
already in progress it may be inferred that the
bridegroem’s procession will be formed at the
Bray Chapel, and proceed throogh the choir (o
the front of the altar, and that her Royal! High-
pess Princess Loulse, probably accom led by
her Majesty the Queen, will drive from the
Grand Quadrangle of the Castle through the
entrance to the Horseshoe Clolsters, alight at
the steps of the west or grand entrance of the
cathedral, and be met at the door by the brides-
maids, proceoding up the centre of the nave,
and through the choir to the front of the altar,
where the nuptial knot will be tied.”

THE TRAVELS OF A LIBRARY.

Notlcing the eale of a valuable private
library, it has occurred to me to send you soine
odd facts about the history of that collection: —

The library was the property of an Eaglish
lawyer, who, running Lhrouﬁh Lis patrimony at
home, brought it out with him to Canada,
where he ﬁro roeed to seltle. But fortune did
not favor the immigrant, and after & while hls
funds became exhausted, while dunning credit-
ors beset him on every side. At last several
executions were lssued against the worldly pos-
seseions of the Englishman, among which of
courée was known to be the library. The
Sheriff appeared at the bouse and knocked for
admission. The occupant, however, was firmn
in the bellef that an Englishman's house Is
his castle, and o locking all outer doors and
pailing down windows, lfe denled entrancs to
the minion of the law.

The utmost ingennity was displayed by the
sherlff to obtaln an entrance by means of tricks
apd devices, but to no avall-the disguised
friends, crippled beggars, and falnting females
on the stepe invarlably being refused admit-
tapce  Ocecaslopally, for some well-known and
tried gentlemsn friends, a rope ladder was
lowered, and the visitor thus admitted; bat
even Lhese visits were few and far between, On
Sundays, when no civil process for debt is of
any power, the house was opened, At lasi the
ﬁ were pared o try and save Lhe

brary. With the ald of ecertain wooden par-
titions within the honse, cases had beem made
for the books, and they were all packed awaii-
1nli the pext Bunday,

‘he Amerlean frontler lay about ﬂ[l.{ miles
away, and by proper management the library
could be conveyed thither between midnight on
Satorday and midnight om SBunday. Arraoge-
ments had been made for rola‘ya of horses along
the road, and s0 when midnight on Baturda
bad come, and the balllffs had for thelr
beds, wagons were brought o a k door, aund
the heavy cases piaced sharein.

Baptiam of Little Lotta,the Actress—Interest-
Ing Incldentals,

The New Orleans €ommercial Bulletin, Feb-
ruary 20, eays:—"Abont 8 o'clock yesterday
afternoon, while slx or seven hundred guests
of the Bt. Charles llotel were preparing for
their evening meal, o select party was assoem-
bled in room No. 175 of the hotel to witnesa
one of those scenes which remain deeply lm-
presged upon the actors and spectators for long
yvears to follow. The occasion was a doubls
baptism, the prominent one belng that of Lotla,
the little actress.

“Rev. Dr. Leacock made his appearance about
3 o'clock, and, after havin n introduced
to the company, saying, ‘I have longed to see
you, but was not permitted to do so,” aad then
added a few words of congratulation Lo her
u}mu her proposed admlission into the Church
of Christ. Lotta was simply and modestly at-
tired, like a little lndy, as she is in the full mean-
ing of the word, In a black silk underskirt,
deeply pleated at the hem, with an overskirt
and boddice of the same material, the overskirt
belng looped at the sides. Over the boddice
sbhe wore bretelles of a light blue silk, which
contrasted charmingly with the black of her
dress, and was In excellent harmony with her
freeh complexion and auburn hair, and looked as
bright as the beautiful eky outside, which
poured its gorgeoue light into the room with a
generous warmth. At a signal of the venerable
minister, the company arose, and Lotta knelt
before a chair at the centre table and the com-
pany joined in prayer. The ceremony of bap-
tiemn was then performed, Mr. Leacock reading
the exercises from a relic of the past, which had
been loaped for the occaslon by Miss Bettie
Irwin, a granddaughtier of the sage of Ashland,
upon the fiy-leaf of which was ingcribed the fol-
lowing:—*Hon. H. Clay, Ashland, Kentucky,
with the respectful regards of Mrs, T, Allibone,
Philadelphia, 1848,' and presented by that lady
when the great Harry of the West jolned the
Epigcopal Church.

“If the ceremony was imposing it was not a
little enhanced by the presence of this book,
that had belonged to one of the greatest states-
men the world has ever produc Lotta, who
received the name of Mignonne Lotta Crabtree,
made the responses in a clear volce. Lotta
haviog thus renounced the works and pomp of
Satan, Mr. Leacock proceeded to administer the
sacrament to the daughter of the first eponsors
of Lotta Crabtree, a wee bit of human nature
still in her teething perlod, who received the
holy eprivkle under the pame of Mignonne
Lotta Conuer. There was a temporary squeal
when the babe was made a Christian; but the
period was ghort, and th® company mingled in
merriment over cakes and Krug, and eventually
repaired to the grand ordinary, where a bounte-
ous table was spread.”

SWITZERLAND.

Horrible Suffering of the Soldiers of HBour-
bakl’s Army—Dropplng Dewn Dead [rem
Exhaustion and Want of Feed—Nleoping In
Nnoew.

The following are extracts from a private let-
ter received from Montreux and published in
the London Standard: —

We are all grestl[{ interested about the poor

French soldiers who fled for refuge across the Swiss
frontier when surronnded by the Prussians, They
are the remains of Bourbal’s army, and are pour-
ing l.;]; thousands along the different roates through
the Jura into Switzeriand. We are told there are
about 5080 here, all {n the most abject, miserable
condition imaginable, The Swiss have, of course,
disarmed them, and, in a sortof way, made them
prisoners, and they are belng portioned out to every
canton. Those who were to Le placed in Chillon
did not arrive until Satumn&gu'nlng. They were
obliged to walk all the way from Lausanne, as the
rallway companies would not allow them to go in
the tiaing because they were so dirty. We heard
the most hzartmngI‘!:P acocounts of them from all
guarters; the to mawnch shoeless and
stockingless through the snow (which has been
very deep all avout here) with hardly any clothin
to protect them against the biting cold, Mauny o
them fell down dead in the streets of Pontarlier
from exhaustion and want of food. Luate on Satur-
day evening, Febrnary 4, we became aware ol a
Freat commotion, and on looking out we saw a
vack mass of homan beings marching past on the
lowerroad. There were a few carts aud carriages
for those whe were not able to walk, and through
the stiliness of the night we heard a hollow cough,
which is what s0 many had so badly in Lausanne,
Nurse and the servants ran down to meel them,
and walked by them to Chillon. There were a great
many of the Swiss with them too. They got into
talk with several of the poor soldiers, who told them
that for three weeks they had been obliged to sleep,
If sleep were gallhlo under such oircumstances
on snow, with nothing %o cover them, and
a fire only, a8 a gréeat Inxucy, when they could find
& little stray wood, For three successive days they
were fighting in snow up to their walsta—they la the
pinin and the Prussians on the surrounding hilis—
without any munitions whatever, andgno arms save
thelr bayonets: and, to crown all, to strengthen
them for thelr hard work, they had the boantifal
supply of twe bisouits for thelr submistence for two
days, With no generals, all disorganized and in
conrusion, they naturally asked what couald the
do—obey the orders they received, and rush head-
long on to the swords of thelr cnemies. It was
desperate work: they tried it for & shert time
in vain, and them preferred crossing the (ron-
tler snd leaving the Prossians in  uundisputed
possesgion of the deld, They will be well
cared for here; every one has stores of warm cloth-
ipg and food for them,only walsing to be distributed,
The Swiss are coming ont well, espacially one old
woman, who the other night sent up a box full of
stockipgs, all pew and made of beaatifally warm
wool, with varioua other articles, which papa valaes
al over 0fty francs. On Sunday moroing she went
down to Chillon and gave every soldier & handker-
chief and some sugar candy for his cough. Papa and
some other gentlemen got up a subscription for
them, and went round to every one In the place. He
has been wonderfully soccessful, In tﬂree daym
they collected nearly 1900 france. 1 think it shows
how kind-hearted and generous people ave.

The Paris Disturbances.

There was much patriotic agitation on Bun-
day night in consequence of the report of the
immediate entry of the Germans, and the
Natlopal Guard erected ramparts in the Champs
E'yeees to repel the enemy. There was, how-
ever, no disturbance, At midnight on Sunday
quiet was restored, but on Mounday morn-
ing the city wWas sgain agitated.
Crowds  surrounded the notices signed
by M. Plcard, and which were placarded In
various parts of the city, appealing for the pre-
gervation of order and diguity. The crowd also
invaded the prison of Baint Pelagie, and freed
two commandants of the guard.

Al the papers, even the ultra radicals, recom-
mend non-resistance to the entry of the Ger-
mans. All the papers will abstain from publi-
cation during the cccupation of the city. It is
believed there will be no conflict.

to the Avalanche, dated last night, says: —A dis-
cussion took place on the motion of Governor
Clayton, Instructing the Impeachment Mana-
ger to appear at the bar of the Senate again
and announce the impanchment of the Governc r
and Chief Jusiice, the motion heretofore made
belng illegal because no quorum was present
when it was presented.

The managers stated (hat they had given due
notice; whether there was a quornm or nol was
not their business. The motion was finally car-
ried, most of the Demccrats voting for it on the
ground “that the notice was illegal. There is a
clause In the code which says that all the arti-
cles shall be presented within five days after lta
passage. The Senate may dismizs the articles
if not presented within five days after thelr pas-
sago in the House. There are also sundry rules
which the absent Senators prepared in the
swaunpe, and passed on SBaturday over the heads
of a minority. The operation of these rules
and the previous question renders it im-
posgible for the [managers to prosecute
the impeachment. One of the rules allows only
one attorney on each gide to make an argument
in 80 minutes. Another gives the majority
power to rule out anything they desire by a
majority vote. The managers refuse to obey
the instructions of the House to notify the
Senate again, and It understood that they will
on Tuesday ask to be relleved, on the ground
that it is Impossible to get justice. It is sald
that Governor Clayton is packing his carpet-bag
preparatory to leaving for Washington. This
evening he senl a message to both houses, an-
nouncing that he had signed the bill doing
away with the 50 per cent penalty for the non-
payment of taxes. Objections were made In
both houses on its reception.
